JAPANESE — 
REPLY TO

Naval Building 
_-Information 
Not Available 


' Tokyo, Feb, 12, 

The Japanese replies to the raquest 
for Information on Jnapan’s naval 
building programme by Britain, the 
United States and France, were de~ 
Mvered ot the respective Embassies 
this evening. : 

Meanwhile, Japanes¢ naval circles 
here trace the rumours of Japan's 
alleged building of 43,000-ton capital 
ships: to an interview given by 
Marshnl Balbo, Governor of Libya, to 
a Japanese journallst and naval critic, 
Mr. Masnnori Itech, at Rome on 
November 30 last year. 

At the interview, Marshal Balbo 
and Mr, Itoh are reported ‘to have 
exchanged views on the _ technical 
possibility of building 45,000 ton 
capital ships, “in view of the plan 
worked out for constructlon of 43,000- 
ton battleships by the Powers before 
the Washington Navat Conference.” 

Japan's alleged navwl programme, 
ns reported by Glomale d’Italla, 
mouthpiece of Signor Mussolini, on 
December 3, was apparently based 
on statements made at this Interview. 

Japanese ‘naval circles emphaeise 
that it is impossible to give informa~

This -opinion, they further 
emphasise, might have taken definite 
form if only the British, United 
States and French Governments had 
appealed to Japan’s goodwill in 
secking information on her naval 
building programme, “rather than 
discuss a joint request to Japan al 
the initlatlve of a certain Power.” 

PLACING BLAME ON JAPAN 


Instead,. they assert, tho three 
Powers requested of Japan informa- 
tion on her naval building pro- 
kramme—which ‘she {is under no 
obligation to give—and set a time 
mit for her reply . 
The impression given the Japanese 
notion was that the three Powers not 
only demanded qualitative ilmitation 
of the Japanese navy but also at- 
tempted to fix. the blame on Japan 
for naval expansion, 
The move on the part of Britain, 
the United States and Franco is, 
therefore, in the opinion of Japanese 
naval circles, “a serious blunder 
affronting the\ Japanese nation.” 
Moreover, it is polnted out that 
the action of the three Powers in 
demanding Information “immediately 
stiffened the attitude of the Japanese 
navy ut the expense of the moderate 
view prevalling previously.” 
' “T£ Britain, the United States and 
France sincerely destre disarmament,” 
{t Is pointed out, “they should have 
taken a conciliatory attitude tn ap~ 

roaching Japan, Instend of stimulat- 
ng Japanese public opinion, which 
now regards the: true motives of the 
three Powers to be a desire to ex- 
Ppand their own navies under the 
pretext of Japan's refusal.” 

Navy circles are of the opinion 
dhat the . London Naval Treaty of 
1936, “which collapsed with its pro- 
visions for qualitative limitation was 
badly shaken within” Iess than one

COMPLETED. 


Remarkable Feat 
Of Engineering 


Took 14 Years 
To Build 


‘ Singapore, Feb. 13. 

“Miles' of mangrove swamps and 
polsonous black mud....the naval 
base simply docs not exist. You 
might at least expect a hole in the 
ground. There is not even that...” 
Such were the Impressions of a 
visitor ten ycurs ago to the Singa- 
‘pore naval base which will be oM- 
clally opened to-morrow with naval 
ceremonial. : 

During the’ past «ten years 
hundreds of British cnglneers and 
thousands of Asiatic coolies have 
been at work on the base transform- 
ing the site in the Straits of Johore 
into a modern naval dockyard, tho 
biggest in British territory cast of 
Suez and one of the most modern jn 
the world. 

To-morrow's opening ceremony 
chlefly concerns the naval base grav- 
Ing dock, the picce de resistance of 
the base, This dock, -which- can 
accommodate the biggest battle- 
ship afloat, was completed by 
the contractors, Sir John Jackson, 
Ltd. a year or so ngo and the Ad- 
miralty: engineers have now put 
thelr finishing touches to the mas- 
alve structure, 

It 1s built of cement and concrete 
with granite facings. In appearance 
it is like a huge Roman auditoreum. 

Acting on instructions from_Lon- 
don, government officials in Singa- 
pore and the municipality are mak- 
Ing preparations for a big reception 
for the three United States warships, 
Trenton, Milwaukee ond Memphis, 
which are orriving to-day to attend 
the opening of the base. A. sum of 
$2,000 from public funds is being 
spent on entertaining the officers 
and men, 

SOCIAL FUNCTIONS 

Besides a government banquet and 
ball at Government House, at which 
Sir Shenton Thomas, the Governor 
of the Straits Settlements, will pre- 
side n round of entertainment is 
being organized for the men.

TEN YEARS TO BUILD 


The graving dock which Sir Shen- 
ton Thomas will open to-morrow !s 
1,000 feet long ond 130. fect wide 
and has taken nearly ten years to 
build. Some 8,000,000 square yards 
of excavation has to be done jn pre- 
paration for the foundations which 
are built on piles golng down 100 
feet to the solid strata below the 
surface mud, 

The dock when flooded holds 
nearly 70 million gallons of water. 
It is constructed of concrete ond 
cement facings of granite some of 
which was brought 8,000 miles from 
ScotInnd and some quarried in 
Johore, nearby, 

The contract work on the. dock 
cost £4,000,000 and the total cost 
of the base fs put at, 212,000,000, 
not including the cost of the float- 
ing dock which has been used by 
warships while the graving dock 
was being built, or the cost of the 
fortifications which defend the base. 

Around the graving dock are built 
stores basins, a three mile sea wall, 
plate ‘shops, ammunition stores, gun 
repairing shops, a 150 ton crane and 
a powerful radio statlon. 


FORTIFICATIONS OF BASE 

The base itself is defended by 
fortifications at all strategic points 
along the coast of Singapore Island, 
and on {Islands adjoining, which 
guard the entrance to the Straits of 
Johore. There are several 15-inch 
and 18-inch batteries stated to be 
the most powerful land fortifications 
in the world. 

Near the naval base is the air 
base which Is the headquarters of 
tho Royal Air Force in the Far Enst. 
Only four squadrons are permanent- 
ly sBtatloned there at present, but 
plans ore in: hand. for sending big 
reinforcements ag-soon as two other 
nero 4 om the island arc com- 
pleted, <A “third additional acro- 
drome available for Service purposes 
{s the civil alrport, built at a cost of 
£1,000,000 and which serves as the 
headquarters of the voluntecr air 
force plancs which do army co- 
operation work, spotting for the big 
guns of the Jand fortifications, 

The total cost of the defence works 
at Singapore is put ot between 
£20,000,000 and £320,000,000 and 
remaining works will cost about 
another 216,000,000, 

— At-present-only-very-few.-warships 
ever visit the base, but it Is belloved 
that the Admiralty intend sending 
four battleships to Singapore before 
1942 when the present British naval 
rearmanent programme is complete. 
The new graving dock has been built 
large cnough to accommodate a 
battle fiect, It is suggested that by 
the time the full programme for 
Singapore $s complete,- the island 
will be as strong as Hawaii and will 
be the base for as many jwarships. 

There is plenty of room in the 
Straits of Johore room extensions to 
the naval base should that be neces- 
sary and’ the original project has 
been modificd and extended several 
times since it was originally ap- 
proved by Parliament in 1921, The

Three Men Fined For 
Stealing By Finding 


The disappearance of 1,600 Chinese 
silver dollars, stated to be part of 
an enormous consignment from China, 
was mentioned at Thames Police 
Court, London recently. 

Three men, described. os William 
Henry Kinchen (44), builder's Ja- 
bourer, James Place, Stepney; WUlam 
Foster (44), bullder’s labourer, 
Beachcroft Buildings, Brook Street, 
Stepney; and-Marl ‘van Praag (39), 
butlder’s labourer, Eric - Strect, 
Stepney, were charged on remand 
with being. concerned together in 
stealing {rom the Royal Mint Street 
1,000 Chinese 
silver colns, valued ot £120, the 
property of Messrs N. M. Rothschild 
& Sons. 3 

Kinchen and Foster were cach 
further charged with recelving one 
of the coins and van Praag with re- 


‘eelving three of the colns. 


The Magistrate, Mr, John Harris, 
consented to the charges being re- 
duced to stcallng by finding, and tho 
three. men. pleaded guilty to this. 

Kinchen and Foster were. ‘cach 
fined £5, or one month's Imprison- 
ment, and van Prang was fined £10, 
or two months. __ r te: 

Mr. Helam, prosecuting, sald that 
the three men were employed by a 
firm of contractors engaged in re- 


building operations at Messrs, Roths- 
chiid’a refinery. 
were worth 1s,

The Royal Air Force is 
expanding steadily; and various 
schemes are in operation to meet 
the increased need for machines 
and men. But to. appreciate 
what is now being done it is 
necessary to view the present 
position against a background of 
past conditions and events. 
That background we can provide 
by giving a brief outline of the 
phases through which the Royal 
Air Force has passed since the 
Great War. 


When the Armistice was signed on 
the cleventh of November, 1918, the 
Royal .Alr. Foree was one of 
the most—probably the most power- 
ful fighting force the world 
had qver seen. It . comprised 
187» squadrons with..some 3,000 
of the finest aircraft. then in 
existence. The personnel consisted 
of 30,000, oMccrs.and 264,000. men, 
At the conclusion of hostilities it was 
felt that the job for which this 
magnificent fighting machine had 
been built was done, that all the 
nations engaged in that mad bout of 
slaughter had ‘learned the lesson 
that war pos neither victor nér 
vanquished, and that a long period 
‘of peace between disarmed or, at 
worst, only Iightly armed nations 
might be expected. The British 
People at any rate were convinced 
that a peaceful time lay ohead, and 
they were only too rendy to destroy 
their engines of war and demobilise 
their fighting men. 

NUMBER OF SQUADRONS 
REDUCED 

Within sixteen months: of the 
Armistice the 187 squadrons had 
been reduced to 23. Two years 
Iater It was already becoming evident 
that the world was not so peacefully 
disposed as hnd been believed, and 
the British Government approved a 
proposal to increusc the Royal Air 
Force. to: 50 squadrons, of which 16 
were to be'for Home Defence, Even 
50, progress ‘in rcarmament was not 
hurried, and by March, 1923, the 
number of squadrons was only 36, 
With personnel of some 3,000 officers 
and 27,500 men; and of° the: 36 
squadrons only 3 were allotted for 
Home Defence. 


Later in the year (1923) the Gov- 
ernment approved a Home Defence 
Expansion Scheme, _ authorising the 
creation of a Home Defence Force of 
52 squadrons, to'be completed by 
March, 1920. Three ycars later the 
date of completion was postponed to 
1935; and again, in 1930, it was still 
further postponed to 1038. Early in 
1931 the Home Defence Force con- 
sisted of 42 squadrons, but Iater in 
the year a “mark time” agreement 
was concluded at Geneva, and the 
process of marking time thus Initinted 
lasted until 1934.” Aso result of these 
various postponements and delays the 
Spring of ,1034 found the Home De- 
fence Force still 10 squadrons short 
of the 62 approved. eleven ‘years 
earlier, os 


Meanwhile the International 
situation had deteriorated , und the 
Budget Estimates for 1934-5 provided 
for two ‘‘more Home ° Defence 
squadrons and additional aireraft for 
the Fleet Ajr Arm. Later In 1934, 
the situation wus such that a further 
expansion was considered necessary, 
and the Government. authorised the 
incrense of the Home Defence Force 
from 42 to 75 squadrons, In addition 
to which 74% squadrons were ap- 
proved for Overseas Garrisons and 
the Fleet Alr Arm. This expansion 
ine wag {9 be effected by March,

Lacquered frames which have lost 
thelr glossy will respond to a clean- 
ing with warm water and a Iittle 
lemon juice,.and then a good rub- 
bing with a clean flannel.

‘The long-heralded battle for the 
Lunghai railway, which promises to

The Chinese retreat from the River 
Hwai followed a bitter struggle in 
which thelr defence works were 
pounded by artillery and acroplanes, 
and almost completely destroyed. 

Official despatches claim seizure by 
the Japanese in a battle for the River 
Hwal, of 173 machincs-guns of 
Czecho-Slovakian make, 360 rifles, 
one trench mortar, and 76,000 rounds 
of ammunition, while the Chinese 
are stated to have Ieft 1,500 dead on 
the field. ee

Another severe battle is now being 
fought across the banks of the River 
Hwal with the Chinese so far pre- 
venting all Japantse attempts to

: Hankow, Feb. 14. 
The Chinese have blown up_ the 
railway bridge spanning the Hwai 
River, and are now facing the Japan-

PREPARING FOR REOPENING 
: OF PEARL RIVER . 

Shipping both at Canton and Hong- 
kong is preparing for the re-opening 
of the paasage to Canton on Tuesday 
morning. There are several ships in 
Hongkong walting for the passage to 
be opened, Including the Indo-China 
S. N. Company's Pingwo, which has 
an heavy cargo for Canton and is ex- 
pected to Ieave before noon to-morrow 
for the barrier. River steamers also 
whl take up their services again from 
both Conton and Hongkong. The 
Military Authoritics In Canton have 
notified the varlous shipping com- 
panies that the barrier is to be re- 
opened. 

The passage which will be used 
will be the Hill Passage, a detour 
being mnde from the main ‘river. 
This passage can now accommodate 
ships up to nearly 14 feet draught 
nnd the most recent surveys show 
that ils depth Is actually about six 
fect more thian formerly charted. This 
deepening which has made all the 
old. charts incorrect, ts believed to 
be the result of the blocking of the 
rlver in other channels which has 
diverted a greater volume of water 
through the Hill Passage with.a con- 
sequent scouring effect. The barrier 
in the Hill Passage, though effective, 
is said by shipping people to be very 
light, and composed only of Junks 
partly filed with stones. .

E, Lindsell at Sessions this morning, 
said that his statement of confession 
Was forced from hint by the police.

The jury empunciled was as 
follows: Messrs, | 'T. | McCormick 
Johnson: (foreman), S. T. Bishop, 
Chon Yut-kal, Ho Shul-que, Ho 
Shunehing, A. H. Madar, and P, F.

The charges ngalnst the defendant 
are of robbery by two or more on 
January 1, 1938, together with Man 
Choy and others not In custody, In 
which Lee Ying-po at Chuk Yuen, 
wns deprived of one hat band, one 
ring, one fold bangle, und $110 In 
notes; (2) Aldingy und abetting 
robbery. 

Mr. M. J. Abbott, assistant Crown 
solicitor, prosecuted, and after the 
jury had left the  court-room, 
Sergeant Wilcox was put In the wit- 
ness box, and sald that the defendant 
was brought fo the Au Tau Pollce 
Station at 6.50 p.m. on January 3, 
having b en tuken in custody the day 
before, " E 

A statement from defendant was 
taken down by him from the police 
Interpretor, and no violence what- 
ever was used on the prisoner while 
in his presence. 

Evidence of arrest war then given 
by Constable C307, Mul» Lok, who 
sald the defendant was arrested, ot 
Chule Yuen on January 2 at 6.45 p.m, 
The officer was In plain clothes at the 
time, und nfter cautioning prisoner 
he told him he waa. suspected of 
robbery. 


-DENIES ASSAULT 


Mr. Abbott: The defendant has 
alleged that while in custody before 
January 3 he was taken to.the latrine 
and assaulted. There is no truth in 
the allegation, 

Chung Lok-loy, police interpreter, 
was then questioned, and ‘sald that he 
was present when Sergeant Wilcox 
took a statement from the defendant, 
He did not use the caution us found 
in the statement book, i e 

Sergeant Wilcox was then: question- 
ed again, and said that he did not sec 
the Chinese constable agaln after he 
ae left him about 10.30 that morn- 
ni , 

The prisoner wis locked up in the 
outside cell, and could not be taken 
out exeept in the presence of a 
European officer. 

The defendant when questioned 
sald that he was taken out of the cell 
that afternoon by an Indian -guerd 
und taken to the Yuen Long pawn- 
shop, where, the accountant there sald 
that he was not the person who 
pawned the bangle. 2 

His Lordship then sald he would 
not take the matter any further, as 
the evidence given so far was far 
from satlsfying. 
~The Jury was" the’ aned-ing His” 
Lordship remarking that the stntc- 
ment made by the defendant wos 
legally not admissible. The jury was 
then directed to return a verdict cl 
not guilty on both counts, 

.Hls Lordship, in discharging the 
defendant, sald that he was lucky to 
get off owing to the Sergeant's 
technical error when taking the 
statement, na it could not be used 
against him. He also did not believe 
that the police had used any violence 
against him.

Dr. Kurt von Schushnlgg, Austrian 
Chancellor, arrived here from Ger- 
many amid angry demonstrations by 
outlnwed Heimwehr guards.

: London, Feb. 14. | 

The tenor of tho Japancse reply to 
Britaln'’s query concerning her naval 
building programme |s not uncxpect~ 
ed, says the Times.

Moscow, Feb. 13. 
Using high explosive to blast 
her way through thick ice, 
the ice-breaker Taimyr has 
established close contact with 
the Russian scientists who are 
drifting’ helplessly.
